Chipfkwa F alls, Wis., Dec. 3.—Late 
last night the situation in Chippewa 
Falls was more hopeful.

Store* Collect the Names of Those 
Who Should Be Watched. 
It w ill doubtless be astonishing to 
thoee who have not studied the question 
to learn that kleptomania has grown so 
much during the last few years that 
dry goods merchants have, so to speak, 
formed a co-operative union of self pro­ 
tection against tho oviL Shoplifters are 
easily dealt w.ith and disposed of, as 
they are generally of the class who can 
be punished to the full extent of the 
law, but the kleptomaniac is usually a 
woman of refinement, good fam ily and 
possessed of ample means, which per­ 
m it of the gratification of her most ex­ 
travagant ne«wlfl. 
Strange as the assertion may seem, it 
Is so true and has assumed such propor­ 
tions that in tho majority of the stores 
there is a book kept in the private office 
of the firm in which are w ritten the 
names of tho women who are known to 
be thus afflicte«!, and when they are 
caught in the act a bill for the goo«ls 
stolen is sent to tho husband, father or 
the person who has made himsWf re­ 
sponsible for the things taken. 
It was 
found necessary to do this after two or 
three arrests bad been made and the 
culprit found, upon investigation, to be­ 
long to some well know’n family. It was 
not only necessary for the protection of 
the merchants against loss by the theft, 
but it was also more imperative from 
the fact that these exposures endangered 
his business. 
After such an arrest and 
the consequent publicity the family of 
the accused were very loath to trade at 
that particular store, and the w ith­ 
drawal of such patronage m eant loss of 
thousands of dollars to the proprietor. 
This explanation was given mo by the 
superintendent of one of the largest de­ 
partm ent stor«-s, where*, after a thorough 
canvassing of the principal retail stores 
in the city, I found that it was no mere 
gossip as to tho existence of this book, 
and the fact that nine out of ten em­ 
ployed women detectives, not only fox 
the conviction of shoplifters and pick­ 
pockets, but to watch the more wealthy 
offenders who were afflicted w ith whal 
is called a nervous disease in the medi­ 
cal books—kleptomania. These women 
are obliged to be very clever, bright aud 
intelligent, as they m ast learn to know 
these kleptomaniacs by sight and to dis­ 
crim inate between the professional and 
the afflicted if they detect a stranger in 
the act of purloining tho firm 's goods.

la ilo s as It Was In th* Esrllwt Days *f 
It* Exist«new. 
We first hear of London in any im­ 
portant sense as a city of Roman B rit­ 
ain. The incoming of the Saxon con­ 
queror* is followed by nearly 200 yeans 
of nnbroken silence, and it is this long 
period which has caused some historians 
to assume, rather than prove, that Ro- 
wsn [/»ndon h*d 
to 
exist 
But when the light of history is 
again shed upon this part of the newly 
made England there is much to show 
that London had. to a large extent, pre­ 
served her independence as a place of 
commerce and civic organization. 
Th« 
Saxon settlements appear all round her, 
and perhaps the little village of Char­ 
ing, w ithin a mile of her walls, affords 
the most significant testimony to the 
Saxon settlements round London rather 
than in London. 
The Saxon conquerors appear as polit­ 
ical masters of Ixmdon and introduced 
into her municipal life the folkmoot, 
which originally met in the open air on 
a piece of land near P aul’s Cross and 
which is perhaps repMsmted by the 
Common hall of the citizens of London 
of the present day; many Teutonic cua 
toms which lie imbedded in thu munic­ 
ipal usages of meditaval times, many 
Democratic innovations in m unicipal 
Institutions which appear throughout 
the early years of Plantagenet rule, 
when the "common people" over and 
over again asserted their right to take 
part in the municipal electitms and 
transactions of the day. 
But both the 
settlements round London and the po­ 
litical lordship over London do not ap­ 
pear to have made London a Saxon city 
and its municipal institutions of Baxom 
origin. 
The lex meroatoria of Roman 
London seems never to have quite died 
out 
In the court of the merchants thers 
were always professional lawyers, and 
perhaps the most remarkable survival of

! they are generally of the class who can 
be punished to the full extent of the 
law, but the kleptomaniac is usually a 
woman of refinement, good family and 
possessed of ample means, which per­ 
m it of the gratification of her most ex­ 
travagant needs. 
Strange as the assertion may seem, it 
Is so true and has assumed such propor­ 
tions that in the majority of the stores 
there is a book kept in the private office 
of the firm in which are written the 
names of tho women who are known to 
be thus afflicted, and when they are 
caught in the act a bill for the goods 
stolen is sent to tho husband, father or 
the person who has made himself re­ 
sponsible for the things taken. 
It was 
found necessary to do this after two or 
three arrests had been made and the 
culprit found, upon investigation, to be­ 
long to some well known family. It was 
not only necessary for tho protection of 
the merchants against loss by the theft, 
but it was also more imperative from 
the fact that these exposures endangered 
his business.

Birds m Seed Carriers. 
Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy­ 
ed every nutmeg tree in the Moluccas 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were being con­ 
stantly restocked. For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the world 
are of large aize aud readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, w ith the fruit 
of which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and land in a few hours and deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin­ 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat and moisture of the bird's 
system. 
By a sim ilar process thousands of acres 
of laud have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birt. acting as na­ 
tu re’s agents in the dissemination of 
plants. 
B at in quite another manner do they 
transport seeds from place to place 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad­ 
hering to the feet of a plover three dif­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in mud stick­ 
ing to the feet of ducks and g«-e«e shot 
in England he found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to the Victoria Nyanxa, in 
central Africa, thus proving not only 
the extent of migration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of thew 
birds.

In the mud sticking to the feet of a 
Texas steer the seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses common iu 
Texas were found by a microscopist 
after the arrival of the animal in New 
York.—S t Louis Globe-Democrat

Its Existence. 
We first hear of London in any im­ 
portant sense as a city of Roman Brit­ 
ain. The incoming of the Saxon con­ 
querors is followed by nearly 900 year* 
of unbroken silence, and it is this long 
period which has Daunt'd some historians 
to assume, rather than prove, that Ro­ 
man London had altogether ceased to 
exist 
But when the light of history is 
again shed upon this part of the newly 
made England there is much to show 
that London had. to a large extent, pre- 
served her independence as a place of 
commerce and civic erg an ira ti-rn 
Th* 
Saxon settlements appear all round ber, 
and perhajw the little village of Char­ 
ing, w ithin a m ile of ber walls, affords 
the most significant testimony to the 
Baxou settlements round London rather 
than in London. 
The Saxon conquerors appear as polit­ 
ical masters of I ad ad on and introduced 
into her municipal life tho folkruoot, 
which (Originally met in the open air on 
a piece of land near P aul’s Cross and 
which is perhaps reprtwented by the 
Common hall of the citizens of London 
of the present d ay ; many Teutonic ens 
toms which lie imbeddi*! in the m unic­ 
ipal usages of mediaeval times, many 
Democratic innovations in m unicipal 
institutions which appear throughout 
the early years of Plantagenet rule, 
when the "common people” over and 
over again asserted their right to take 
part in the m unicipal elections and 
transactions of the day. 
But both th# 
•ett lemon ta round London and the po­ 
litical lordship over London do not ap­ 
pear to have made Loudon a .Saxon city 
and its municipal institutions of Saxon 
origin. 
The lex raercatoria of Roman 
London seems never to have quite died 
o u t 
In the court of the merchant* there 
were always professional lawyers, aud 
perhaps the most remarkable survival of 
Roman institutions in Britain is the 
practice of the old order of sergeants at 
law, who assembled in the nave of the 
old St. P aul’s cathedral, each sergeant 
having been allotted a special pillar in 
the cathedral at hi* appointment, where 
h# met his clients in legal consultation, 
hearing the facts of the case, taking 
notes of the evidence or pacing up and 
down. 
This is the exact parallel to the 
assembling of the Roman juriaperiti st 
early morn in the forum to consult with 
their clients aud cannot be explained 
except by the theory of direct com lite 
knee of practice from Roman tim e* - 
Oontemporary Review.
